Expense*  that 
yean  wexe  almost  a*  much,  leaving  a  balance  of  $4.55  on 
Apxll  1 ,  1950.    Thexe  wexe  otheA  funds  on  hand  totaling 
$87.40,  60,  Sistex  Olive  Flshex,  who  wo*  the  elected  txea- 
suxex  fox  the  yeax  1950-51 ,  xepoxted  a  total  of  $91.95  in 
the  Txeasuxe  Chest.    I  wondexed  whethex  we  did  not  even 
have  a  checking  account  at  tlvxt  time.    I  had  foxfotten. 
Because  of  Illness  Sit,  t  ex  F is  hex  had  to  give  up  the  woxk 
o$  txeasuxex  and  I  was  appointed  acting  txeasuxex  on  Apxll 
11  ,  1950.    At  that  time  we  wexe  paying  Rev.  Haxgett  $30 
galaxy  pex  week  with  no  expense  alloivance.

A  committee  known  as  the  Benevolence  CommlXtee  has  been 
in  exlstance  &lnce  June  o$  1973,  and  was  chosen  by  the 
Spiritual  Advisory  Council.    It  was  chosen  to  investigate 
the.  needs  o&  families  and  to  distribute  fonds  as  need erf. 
®Me/UngA  for  the  various  need*  were  taken  usually  as  they 
aro&e.    There  were  no  funds  designated  through  the.  budget. 
The  Benevolence  Committee  usually  had  five  member, 
liavlng  a  chalAman  and  treasurer  designated  by  the 
Spiritual  Advisory  Council  at  the  time  of  appointment.
